Internal 
evidence shows some to be new, but others 


appeared in print ye such as 
“ The Ship,’* which has ge By, a printed 
in a Gaelic translation. 

In a brief preface Senator W. B. Yeats 
introduces his brother poet, and declares 
that he “ has discovered the rhythm of 


Herrick and of Fletcher, something 
different from himself and yet akin to 
himself.” In particular, Dr. Yeats 


praises three pieces which have something 
of an echo of the poems in “ Responsi- 
bilities ”; but, except for the Yeatsian 
flavour of these and a few others, which 
is a matter of mannerism, Dr. Gogarty’s 
verses have no relation to the modern 
school of Irish poetry. They recall the 
Caroline poets in their style and matter, 
and a few of them have a note which will 
win them a place in the anthologies. 
Mostly, however, they are interesting, 
craftsmanlike jeux d’esprit, chiefly valu- 
able as expressions of a genial and witty 
petsonality, likely to be read chiefly for 
the fact of their authorship. 

‘For an example of a theme which 
would have been better suited by a more 
racy treatment we may quote the verses 
entitled ‘‘ Castle Corrib ’’— 


Of old the rigid deed was done 

And kine were snatched and castles won, 
And many an acre occupied; 

And then the iron swordsmen died. 


And though there come a softer crew 
Enriched by all they gain or brew, 

And fields are stocked and keeps are stored, 
The men around regret the sword, 

Dr. Gogarty’s verse, perhaps, Tings 
more appropriately in these lines :— 
Enough! wey should a man bemoan 

A Fate that leads the natural way? 
Or think himself a worthier one 
Than those who braved it in their day?, 


If only gladiators died, 

Or Heroes, Death would be his pride; 

Rot have not little maidens gone,

The sonnet on ‘‘ Liffey Bridge,” by 
of its theme, provokes com- 
parison with Wordsworth’s ‘‘ West- 
minster Bridge’’; nevertheless, some 
readers will consider it the best poem in 
the book.

CHINESE POTTERY. 

Mr. A. L. Hetherington published; two 
years ago, a work on early Chinese pottery 
which went out of print on the day when 
it appeared. A much abbreviated edition 
now appears, the illustrations reduced 
from 100 to 20, but the price reduced 
so as to bring this classic monograph 
within the reach of all who are interested 
in ceramic art. This charming book— 
charming, for all its technical thorough- 
ness, by reason of its pleasant” Jiterary 
manner and fine pictures—deals_ ex- 
haustively with Chinese pottery in the 
periods prior to the pts Dynasty. It 
covers, accordingly, amvage of some fifteen 
hundred years; and advances from primi- 
tive ware to the exquisitive craftsman- 
ship of the Sung and -Yúan Dynasties. 
The first. picture in the book shows us 
the rough, grey, hatched pottery of the 
Chou Dynasty (before 250 s.c.). Then 
we are shown the plain wine jars of the 
Han period (about the beginning of the 
Christian era),.and so we proceed froin 
strange, rudimentary art, racy of China, 
and bearing traits that persist in Chinese 
art to-day, down to the refined, delicate 
and lovely ware of the late pre-Ming 
craftsmen, much sought after by 
collectors. About the ninth century a.p., 
Persian traces are seen in the ornamenta- 
tion. of vases, and an amphora with ser- 
pent handles is illustrated, distinctly 
Greek in inspiration. The modelling of 
animals is extraordinarily vivid and 
spirited in this. age. The intense in- 
dividuality of the bowls of the Sung 
Dynasty is surprising, and reveals a spirit 
in art quite as austere as that of the 
Greeks. The delicacy of the colouring is 
not, of course, conveyed in these photo- 
graphs, but may be studied in the 
museums, which will be the more interest- 
ing now that we can visit them under so 
learned and illwminating a guidance.

THE DRAMA OF THE LAW. 

In this book it is pre-eminently the 
telling, rather than the tale, which 
counts. Judge Parry has a fine eye for 
the readable and the dramatic in the 
wearisome law report. Mrs. Maybrick, 
after the evidence had closed, asked leave 
to address the judge, Permission was 
accorded by Mr. Justice Stephen on the 
terms that she should not consult her 
counsel as to the form of her speech. Sir 
Charles Russell, for the defence, had to 
face the dilemma whether he should forbid 
his client to speak, but she was insistent 
that she could explain everything, and so 
her advocate yielded. Probably the state- 
ment which she made damaged her more 
than the actual evidence. It was at this 
trial that for the first time it became 
evident that Stephen’s mind was failing. 
Found guilty, Mrs. Maybrick was 
sentenced to death, and, in fact, served 
fifteen years in prison, despite a strong 
feeling that she was innocent. 

‘William Roupell, a one-time member of 
Parliament for Lambeth, by for deeds 
fraudulently came into possession of a 
huge estate.

THE SPAN OF LIFE.

Sin,—I was surprised to see that your 
London Conrespondent, writing recently on 
Sir Basil Zaharoff, falls into the centuries’ old 
error on the limit of man’s age. ‘‘ For he 
has passed the allotted span, being seventy- 
four,” says your Correspondent. It would 
be interesting to know on what foundation 
this hoary delusion has been raised. Probably 
ninety-nine per cent., if asked, would give 
the words from the Psalms—‘‘ The days of 
our years are three score years and ten.” The 
heading over the Psalm reads, “ A prayer of 
Moses, the man ot God.” It was never the 
intention of the writer that his words should 
be taken as an authoritative pronouncement 
on the limit of man’s life. The words convey 
no such meaning, but appear merely to be a 
sentiment expressed in a moment of depres- 
sion. It may be instructive to note that 
Moses, the writer of the words, himself lived 
to the Divinely set time of one hundred and 
twenty years. “His eye was not dimmed, nor 

- his natural forces abated,’’ we also read— 
which seems to dispel the other popular de- 
lusion that sickness and disease are a neces- 
sary preliminary to passing West. 

The. Divinely appointed limit to man’s life 
on earth is clearly stated in Genesis vi., 3: 
“ And the Lord said, ‘ Yet his day shall be 
one hundred and twenty years.’’’ Sir Basil 
himself is now marrying for the first time at 
seventy-four, or, taking the correcter view, 
at his prime. The daily papers teem with 
notices of octogenarians, nonagenarians, and 
centenarians who cycle, attend patients, enjoy 
the cinema and other pleasures; yet the old 
delusion dies haid. Three score and ten has 
become an idée fixe. It is only the pessimist, 
the lazy or the idle who deem it a compliment 
to life and a sign of superiority to pretend to 
a desire to give it up or limit its length.—

A BETTER OUTLOOK. 


The official report of the Belfast linen trade 
for the Be ending 24th September states :— 
The Irish flax markets have not opened up for 
the season. Any small lots examined do not 
compare favourably with last season’s crop, 
although yields tp the farmer are fairly good.

Weavers.—Demand continues to be strongest 
for dress linens, by far the greater proportion 
of which is for the plain qualities; but 
fancies, stripes and checks are being placed 
and may feature in larger quantities later on. 
There are some indications of reviving interest 
in damasks. Orders for these are wanted 
badly by mannfacturers interested. Orders for 
other household goods have been arranged in 
moderate quantities. Manufacturers of fine 
plai are oversold for a considerable 
time ahead. 


Merchants.—In the merchandising end there 
has been a decidedly better feeling. A con- 
siderable amount of business has been received, 
which amounts to more than a sorting-up 
nature. The outlook in the States is better, 
and some sales of damask are reported. Fancy 
linen and handkerchief orders are well up to 
the average for this time of year. 
Linens.—Further inquiries and orders 
for plain and fancy coloured dress linens have 
been received and interest is well maintained. 
Advanced prices have to be faced, i 
makes business more difficult.

‘The Housing Problem. 


The Irishman who visits England and 
sees in every suburb the builders working 


busily may well exclaim with Aineas, 


“O, happy ones, whose walls already 
rise!” After the war there was hardly a 
country in the world which was not 


suffering from shortage of houses; 


but our own country is almost unique 
in that hitherto no serious effort has 


been made to cope with the problem, 


although, even before the war, the housing 


shortage was critically acute in Ireland. 


Alderman Hadden, in his address, on 
Wednesday, to the Association of Muni- 
cipal Authorities, drew attention to the 
fact that the remedy lay with the State, 
acting in conjunction with the “local 
bodies. Assistance, if it is to be effective, 
must be generous. Rents are high and eat 
up the. margin. from which the workers 
normally would save; and the only hope 
of giving the people their own houses lies 
in a scheme which would enable them to 
purchase by rent. The Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Act aimed at this end. Before 
the war this Act enabled prospective pur- 
chasers to. receive aid to the extent of 90 
per cent. of the cost of houses up to £400; 
since the war the maximum price has been 
raised to £800. If this Act is, in Ireland, 
a dead letter, shortage of funds is the 
cause. Those circumstances which. have. 
crippled all manner of enterprise and pro- 
gress have weighed most hurtiully on the. 
people by making the State and the local 
authorities powerless to lay out the neces- 


sary funds. “It is encouraging to learn 


that President. Cosgrave has assured a 
deputation that money now will be forth- 
coming for the assistance of local enter- 
prise. We trust that this promise points 
to a serious national- effort to grapple 


with the housing shortage. 
At Wednesday’s conference Mr. E. A. 


Aston observed that housing reform was 
bound up with the reform of local ad- 


ministration. It is, indeed, a matter of 
larger import than the comfort and con- 
venience of a small number of citizens. 
Yesterday our correspondent, the Reverend 
D.. H. Hall, who has led the way himself 
in “ getting something done,”’ pointed out 
that during the past ten years twenty 
thousand marriages had taken place in 
Dublin, while only two thousand houses— 
not even enough to compensate for wastage 
—had been built. This calculation implies 
that many thousands of young people, 
for whom these years should have been the 
happiest of their lives, have been forced 
to begin their married life in cramped 
apartments. The nation is poisoned at the 
fountain of its energies when the young 
people are deprived of a home life which 
will encourage thrifty habits and brighten 
the lot of the rising family. The nation, 
therefore, ought to see to the fit housing 
of its people as a matter of vital import- 
ance. If the Dublin slams had been re- 
moved long ago, there would be less discon- 
tent and fecklessness among the working 
classes, less disease, and smaller burdens 
on the rates. Expenditure on hoysing 1s 
both an investment and an insurance. To- 
day, unhappily, labour itself, which has 
suffered so much by the housing shortage, 
is not aiding, as it might, in the provision 
of houses for its fellows. A bricklayer of 
former days laid three bricks for the one 
that is laid by the skilled worker of to- 
day. In the use of concrete for house- 
building the skilled bricklayer has objected 
to the employment of unskilled labour, 


even although no such skill is required as 


in the use of the older material. Thus 


building operations are often delayed, and 


always made more costly than needs be, 


by the shortage of. skilled workers, while 
the unskilled go unnecessarily idle, and 


more and more young people languish in 


the crowded slums.

pence per head on all beasts which pass 


throngh their hands.

in freightage charges, are protesting 
against this additional impost, and have 
asked the Minister to allow them to feed 


‘amd water their animals themselves. Mr. 


Hogan’s reply to their representations 
recognises the force of their arguments, 
but points out that technical difficulties 
stand in the way of a practical plan for 
the individual treatment of cattle at the 
ports. He promises, however, that, if the

BRITISH PROTEST AT GENEVA. 


GENEVA, Thursday. 

The British reply to the Turkish Note

Sir James Craig, 


Sir James Craig was very busy to-day 
making arrangements for the reassembling 
of the Parliament of Northern Ireland on 
Tuesday, October 7th. The session is ex- 
pected to be a momentous one, and on the 
opening day, immediately after the formal 
business, Sir James Craig will move the 
adjournment in order that he may have 
the opportunity of making a pronounce- 
ment of great importance.

There 
was virtually n thing to see, but at ten- 
thirty a motor car filled with Egyptian 
Ministers and secretaries arrived, followed 
immediately by another with the Pasha 
and his private secretary. The Egyptian 
Premier, however, looked old and ill, as 
he was assisted to cross the pavement to 
the doorway, where he was met by the 
Prime Minister’s private secretary at the 
Foreign Office. The conversations, which 
lasted for nearly three hours, were carried 
on in French with the assistance of an 


official interpreter. The Pasha is expecte:l 


to leave London for Paris on Sunday next.

Members of the House of Commons when 
they meet next Tuesday will have for the 
first business the drawing of their salaries ;

The 
recognised method of payment is by a 


warrant from the Paymaster-General’s 


Office, but there is also an arrangement

This is a 
concession of which the Labour members 
take advantage, and nearly two hundred 
members draw their pay by monthly 
cheques. The House has been om vacation 
for nearly two-thirds of the period for 
which payment is now due, but that makes 
no difference in the cheque. i 


The Covent Garden Strike. ' 


Mr. Bevin, the leader of the recent 
strike at Covent Garden, now admits that 
the effort has failed, and advises the men 
to return to work. The strike has cost 
about one hundred and twenty thousand 


pounds, the share of the men being put at 
twenty thousand pounds. As a result 
some twenty-five per cent. of the men find 
themselves without work; for the em- 


ployers do not intend to dismiss those who 


came to their assistance at a critical 
moment. All this means that Mr. Bevin 
has sustained his first big defeat; for as a 
strike leader he has hitherto gone on from 
success to success. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that, if the men had taken 
his ie there never would have been a 
strike. 


Money-lenders. 


Pressure is to be brought to bear upon 


the Government by members of all poli- 


tical parties to introduce new legislation 


with, regard to money-lenders., The 
activities of unregistered women money- 


lenders have been shown in an unfavour- 


able light by several recent cases, and 


other. matters to be dealt with are an in- 
crease in the penalties for failure to 
comply with the registration law, and a 
definite limit. for the rate of interest 
chargeable upon small loans. It is ex- 
pected that the Government will appoint 


a committee to bring forward. recom- 


mendations upon which an Amending Bil! 
can be introduced next session. 


An Anglo-German Treaty. 


The rumour that the negotiations for an 
Anglo-German commercial treaty have 


broken down is incorrect, though it is true 
that there is a suspension of the conversa- 
tions which have been taking place. The 


Board of Trade expert, Mr. Fountain, 
who went to Berlin to assist the British 
Embassy in connection with the proposed 
treaty, has returned to London to report 


to the President of the Board of Trade, 


who in turn will make representations to 
the Cabinet before any further steps can 
be taken. No doubt seems to be enter- 
tained in official circles that a new treaty 
will be drawn up before the expiry of the 
trade provisions existing under the Treaty 
of Versailles.

THE MINISTRY’S LETTER. 


_ The Chairman said that they had a meet- 
ing a fortnight ago, and a deputation was 
appointed to wait on the Minister for Agri- 
culture and the shipping companies with 
reference to the c»st of feeding and the in- 
creased freightage for cattle exported to Eng- 
land, and a letter had been received from 

r. Hogan, in the ccurse of which he said :— 

I have given careful consideration to your state- 
ment that. the Associations concerned desire that 
arrangements should’ be made whereby - each 
shipper would be enabled to feed his own cattle 
at the inspection yards. I am ite satisfied as 
to the necessity, in the interests of the trade itself, 
for feeding all cattle in the inspection yards befoe 
shipment, and I am glad that, so far at least, 
we have reached common ground. 

If the main object of the Order is secured, IT am 
anxious to do all I can to obviate any mcun- 
veniences which its administration may be thought 
to place on the cattle trade. There are som) 
serious obstacles in the way of providing that each 
owner shall be responsible for the feeding wf his 
own «<attle; for instance: the pens must accommo- 
date cattle as they. arrive, and cattle belonging to 
different owners may occupy the same pens and 
feed from the same racks in their own pens, aud, 
in addition, from the racks of ‘adjoining pens which 
are within| their reach, So that it would appear 
that any arrangement whereby each owner was 
responsible for the feeding of his own cattle would 
imply that each owner should be accommodated 
with a separate pen and separate racks. The 
Department could not accept any arrangement 
which did not clez:ily provide for the proper and 
adequate feeding and watering of all cattle in the 
pens before shipment. Tf, however, the cattle 
traders and the shipping companies who own the 
yards can submit a workable scheme which will 
provide for the cattle ‘ving adequately fed and 
watered in the inspection vards by the owners, 
and which, in particular, will solve the practical 
dificulties which T have just mentioned, I will give 
it erefnl consideration. 


The Chairman said that Mr. Hogan threw 
the onus on them to satisfy the- shipping 
companies as regards the feeding of cattle. 
The shipping companies,were responsible for 
the feeding, watering and care of the cattle. 

After discussion, the meeting decided to 
devise a scheme to meet the requirements 
of the Department of Agriculture, and to 
outline that scheme in detail to the Minister 
at his convenience. 

The following deputation was appointed to 
wait on the Ministry at the earliest moment: 
Messrs. Thomas L. Smith, Hugh Cassidy, 
Senator Counihan and the Secretary. 


CHARGES FOR PENS. 


As regards the charges for pens, Mr. 
William Field said that he had it on reliable 
authority that the Canadian importers of 
li--> cattle were obtaining at present a reduc- 
tion in the charges for the pens, and for 
transit generally. The result would be that 
it would be more difficult for this country to 
compete. 

The Chairman said that the extra charge 
for the pens amounted at the present rate 
for the Free State to a sum of £21,000, and 
for the Port of Dublin it would be £11,500 
a year. The trade objected to the permanent 
charge of 2s. per head increase in freightage, 
and now the shipping companies wanted. tu 
impose sixpence per head pen money. The 
meeting knew well hat when the shipping 
companies imposed the extra freightage ci 
2s. they more than covered themselves for 
an* expenses that they were put to as a -e- 
sult of the Department's Order (‘‘ Food ani 
Water Order ”). The proposed charge of six- 
pence would be resisted hy the trade. The 
shipping companies promised the deputation 
a& substantial reduction in the sixpence per 
head for cattle, but the trade would resist 
ahy charge whatever. i 

r. H. Hill (Wakefield) remarked. that the 
objection was not to the Order, but to the 
lack of accommodation in the shipping yards. 
It was a painful thing to pay for feeding 
fifty-séven cattle, in a particular instance 
that came to his knowledge, when there was 
only accommodation for seven cattle. 

The Chairman: stated that the charge of 
twopence per head for feeding lambs on hay 
at the port was not justified. 

On the motion of Mr. Field, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the Press for the sup-

DISCUSSION AT PORT AND

The meeting which Mr. Churchill addressed

There was 
a great deal of agreement between Liberals 
sad Conservatives upon the practical steps and 
methods. What was wanted was co-operation 
and persevering action,among men of dwill 
and good sense. What was wanted above all 
was three or four years of stable Government, 
resting upon an adequate, coherent Parlia- 
mentary majority. : 

The King s Speech of the late Conservative 
Government evolved a broad programme and 
-afforded a fair basis for the co-operation of 
reasonable men of all parties. 

The ~Conservatiye leaders had definitely 
announced that what was called a general tariff 
was excluded from their platform at, the forth- 
coming election. They had also stated again 
and again that they would not tax the staple 
foods and necessaries of popular consumption. 
It was absurd for Liberals and Free Traders 
to continue a fiscal controversy as if that 
declaration had not been made. 

On the principle of the Dawes mg €roy and 
the London Conference, Mr. Churchill said 
that they would not, find any pubhc man, 
whose counsel carried weight, who would 
advise its destruction. We must build on 
restoration and not on ruin. 

He urged, however, that Britain should 
avail itself, for the protection of its own 
industries, of the convenience and flexible 
machinery of the Safeguarding of Industries 


ct. 

Mr. Churchill opposed the Russian Treaty, 
because he objected to subsidising tyranny. 
He believed that the mainspring of the 
national revolt against this Treaty was moral 
and not commercial. 

Lord Balfour said that to Mr. Churchill 
he would give the welcome that his public 
record deserved. In the. past they had 
differed’ politically, but that had never im- 
paired their friendship, nor his respect for 
Mr. Churchill’s capacity, industry, . demon- 
strated gifts of eloquence, and admirable 
literary powers. In the deepest question of 
public Jife there. was little that divided the 
wings of the Oipesitios, It was. a most 
dangerous attitude to think that there was 
li in a.

AGREED COMPENSATION. 

Before Judge Conner, sitting in Cork, yes- 
terday, Mr. A. H. Julian, solicitor, mentioned 
a case in which tisere was a decree at the suit 
ot News and Sons, Marlborough _ street, 
against the Cork Borough Council—a decree 
that was granted by the Recorder of Cork 
on the 25th September, 1922. He said that the 
decree was in respect of the destruczion of the 
Constitution newspaper office. A number of 
armed men ‘entered that office on the 9th 
August; 1922, for the purpose of preventing 
the newspaper from issuing and _ destroyed 
the printing machines.

The 
firm obtained a decree from the Recorder of 
Cork for £15,000 and £61 5s: 2d. costs and

Since then the State had been investigating 
the matter, and the applicants were now 
offered a sum of £7,558 12s. 4d. plus costs, 
which they considered it prudent to take. 

The judge gave a decree for the agreed 
amount, with £61 costs and £105 witnesses

ARMY BOOTS SEIZED.

COMMANDEERED CARS.

CORK. 


In the Circuit Court, Cork, yesterday, be- 
fore Judge Conner, a number of applications 
for compensation for criminal injuries during 
the recent troubled times, were heard. 

Amongst them was a case in which the 
Irish Independent Newspaper Company were 
listed as applicants, : 

Mr, M. O'Connor said that the case had 
been settled by the Minister for Finance by 
the payment of £100 in full settlement of the 
claim. It was a case where a motor car was 
‘commandeered by the National Army. It was, 
strictly speaking, not a criminal injury within 
the Act, but a commandeering case. 

The case was then struck out. 

The Cork Corporation applied for £393 10s. 
compensation for a Ford truck which was 
commandeered on the 10th August, 1922. 

Jeremiah Dennehy said that he was driving 
the truck along Camden quay when an armed 
man held him up, entered the truck and com- 
pelled him to drive to Union quay, where five 
more armed men entered the truck and 
ordered him to drive them to Ballincollig. 
At that place he was told to leave the lorry 
and go home.

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MONSTER AIRSHIP’S 
TRIAL FLIGHT. 


CRUISE OVER GERMANY.

PRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Thursday. 
The ZR 3 American Zeppelin took the 
air this morning at 9.30 for a thirty-five hour 
flight, with all conditions arranged to re- 
semble the approaching Atlantic ae to 
ood 


America. The ballast was replaced with 


oil, gas, so that the weight was equalled. The 
flight was commenced in rain, with low dark 
clouds covering the sky. [Besides the crew 
there were twenty-three passengers aboard 
the ship. On account of the clouds she sailed 
low, taking a direction north-east towards 
Heidelberg. Early on she encountered winds 
and wind pockets such as may be expected 
over the ocean. 

The flight is as follows :—Friedrichshafen, 
Heidelberg, Frankfurt, Heligoland, Kiel, Ham- 
burg, Koenigsberg, Berlin, Dresden, Bay- 
reuth, and home to Friedrichshafen. 

Heidelberg was reached in three hours. 

With bad visibility and bad weather travelling 
was slow. Frankfurt was reached an hour 
later. The ZR 3 passed over Hamburg at 
five this evening, all motors functioning. 
Wireless messages from the Zeppelin state 
that everything is in order. 
_ The ZR ó passed Kiel at seven this even- 
ing, heading for the Baltic, where she will 
according to the 
weather conditions. Heavy rains and storms 
are predicted for the early morning. A mul- 
titude of light from stem to stern make the 
ZR 3 resemble a phantom liner, She is main- 
taining a cruising speed of seventy miles. 

The ZR 3 is expected over Berlin at eight 
o'clock to-morrow morning.

UNIONIST ATTITUDE. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes :—The Conservative ‘‘ Shadow Cabinet ’* 
met yesterday afternoon, but, contrary to ex- 
pectation, did not arrive at any decision 
concerning the attitude to be adopted towards 
the Irish Bill when Parliament reassembles on 
Tuesday. An official statement issued at the 
close of the meeting, which lasted for more 
than two hours, says that the Irish situation 
in all its aspects was fully discussed. It was 
decided to hold a further meeting before the 
House reassembles. 

It is clear that the Conservative leaders are 
not finding it an easy task to reach a united 
decision on the attitude to be adopted towards 
the Bill. There are really three courses open. 
One is to fight the bill at every stage, and 
to begin by submitting a motion for rejection 
on the second reading, in view of the fact 
that Ulster was. not consulted before the 
agreement between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the Government oí the 
Irish Free State was arrived at. 
The difficulty of this line of action, 
however, is that, though such a motion would 
be rejected by the combined vote of the 
Labour and Liberal Parties, it might be inter- 

reted as an instruction from the largest wl 
in the House of Commons to perform a task 
which they are unable themselves to carry out. 
Jt is known that the rejection of the bill 
would be followed by an immediate appeal to 
the country, and no party desires an election 
on the Irish question, coupled, as it “would 
inevitably be, with a campaign against the 
House of Lords. 

The second course is to agree to the second 
reading, but to move amendments at a Jater 
stage which would define the functions of the 
Boundary Commission. It might not be pos- 
sible to move these amendments in the House 
of Commons, but it now seems clear that the 
House of Lords can pass them if they desire, 
alter the title of the Bill, and send them to 
the ether House for consideration. In this 
way a direct vote on the proposal to limit the 
powers of the Commission might he chal- 
lenged, though the Government would hardly 
be likely to depart from the demand for the 
Bill as it stands. A third course is to see 
whether, even at this late hour, an attempt at 
a further conference cannot be made. It is 
said that one or two of the Conservative 
leaders favour this course, but, on the whole, 
it appears that the most likely decision will 
be to seek to amend the Bill so as to bring it 
into line with the views expressed by Lord 


Birkenhead and Mr. Lloyd George.

AN INDUSTRIAL 


SUGGESTED. 

Sir Robert Hadfield, in the course of a 
special article in The Jtmes, writes :—The 
very serious condition of British industry, 
and especially of the iron and steel trade, sug- 
ests that unless employer and employed learn 
10w to pull together in order to find a 
remedy this country will soon be faced with 
financial breakdown and complete chaos. I 
do not think that the workers realise that in 
the year 1921, which may justly be described 
as the black year, no fewer than 85,000,000 
working days were lost through labour 
troubles. The coal strike of that year, with 
its loss of 73,000,000 working days. caused a 
direct loss of not far short of £55,000,000 in 
wages alone, to say nothing of the indirect 
losses, probably amounting to at least half as 
much again. 

After showing in diagrammatic form the 
number of working days and the wages lost 
through strikes and lock-outs from 1900 to 
1923, the articles proceeds:—In __ these 
circumstances it is difficult to wunder- 
stand: why the nation does not seriously 
consider the valuable suggestion made by Sir 
Charles Wakefield when he was Lord Mayor 
of London, that no effort should be spared to 
bring about an industrial truce. He suggested 
that for a period of five years we should stay 
this plague of strikes and lock-outs, which has 
played terrible havoc with the industrial pro- 
gress of Great Britain. I am confident that 
if. some arrangement of this kind could be 
made, a beginning would soon be made with 
the clearing off of our war debts. Capital, a 
source of power and progress, in which the 
worker shares equally, would be heaped up 
again and used for the much needed develop- 
ment of our Empire; confidence and stability, 
which are worth even more than capital, would 
be re-established, cheaper production would 
be brought about, and better conditions all 
round would prevail for the workers.

REASONS FOR HIS VISIT.

PROTEST MEETING IN 
DERRY, 


HOW THE NORTH 
WILL ACT. 


ITS ATTITUDE TO THE 
COMMISSION.

A large meeting of loyalists in the 
Derry Guildhall last night* passed resolu- 
tions similar to those adopted at Ennis- 
killen and Omagh. on the subject of the 
boundary. 

Senator John C. Glendinning .presided. 

A letter of apology was read from Mr. H. 
M. Pollock, Finance Minister, Northern Ilre- 
land, who said :—‘* md ery express the hope 
that the Derry demons®ration will be a great 
success. ‘lhe sufferings and sacrifices of ovr 
fathers, which the very name of Derry sym- 
bolises, serve to remind us that if we only 
forget our petty and trivial local differences, 
and exhibit their unity, fortitude and resoln- 
tion, no external attack will have any chance 
of success. | 

The Chairman said that another attempt 
was being made to sell Ulster Loyalists in: 
the sacred cause of political expediency. 
“What,” he asked, “do the men of 
Derry say about that? Are we to be fooled 
again?’’ (Cries of “No.”) They lived in 
friendly relationship—business, social. and 
moral—with those who differed from them 
politically. They should like to continue 
to live with them in friendship and harmony, 
and to give them a straight deal in every re- 
lationship of life. He hailed the recent mami- 
festations of common good-will with hearty 
pleasure and approval. But they claimed 
Derry for their own. and they intended to hold 
the city. He would not be on that platform 
if he did not believe to the depths of his 
soul in the justice of that claim, and that the 
happiness and prosperity of all its inhabi- 
tants were involved in it. The old walls 
were no protection now, but if any serious 
attempt was made to place the city under the 
lrish Free State every loyal British subject 
to the ends of the earth would rise in arms 
at her call. Under the Union Jack they had 
lived, and under it they wonld die. (Loud 
cheers. ) 

ONLY ONE ANSWER. 

In proposing the resolution of protest, Sir 
Robert Anderson, D.L., M.P., said that the 
Free State had secured all that the Treaty 
gave them, but their object was to destroy 
the Northern Parliament. and eventually to 
force Ulster Loyalists into the Irish te- 
public. To such a claim there would be only 
one answer—‘‘ No Surrender.’’ True states- 
manship was shown by the late Mr. Michael 


that Clause 12 of the Treaty should go, 
and that the matter in dispute should be 
settled by the two Governments concerned, 
without the intervention of the third. They, 
in the North, had a great heritage, and they 
were not going to give it up without a 
struggle. 

Mr. Marshall McKay, President of the Ap- 
prentice Boys of Derry, seconded the resolu- 
tion. He said that they would conquer or 
they would die. 

Captain Craig, 
members of the 


M.P., said that thirteen 
Imperial Parliament for 


boundary as strongly as if they were thirteen 
of the staunchest citizens of Derry. As they 
knew, the English people complained that 
they were sick of the name of Ireland. It 
was their duty to see, in snite of the lethargy 
whigh existed in England, that the people 
there were brought to take an interest in this 
question, which was going to affect so many 
of them in Ulster. 

He did not believe that the Conservative 
signatories of the Treaty had any malevolent 
intentions towards Ulster. These signatories 
made a huge blender. Their quarrel with

The publication of that 
letter two years ago would have prevented 
an immense amount of despair and despond- 
ency in Ulster. The fact that one of the 
Commissioners was to be an Ulster man was 
of the essence of the Commission, and the 
verdict of the Privy Council ought to have 
ended Clause 12. 


“WANTON AND WICKED.” 

It made him positively sick when he saw 
Mr. Thomas and other members getting up 
in the House of Commons, and, backed up by 
Mr. Lloyd George, saying that this thing was 
necessary to uphold the honour of Great 
Britain. That was. a wanton and wicked 
Statement. British honour was equally bound 
up in fulfilling the pledges made to Ulster in 
the Act of 1920. England was _ rapidily 
aining knowledge of that, and that, in 
aie it was more binding than the 
Treaty. If they had any fear from this 
Commission, let them set those fears at rest. 
They in the House of Commons would do 
everything in their power to see them safely 
through this crisis. 

Mr. Richard Best, Attorney-General, séid 
that they were all sick of this boundary 
qyestion. It would have been a wise thing 
to have done with it. They did not vote for 
Home Rule, and they did not want it, and 
they would never have it in the sense in 
which it was used some years ago. Ulster 
blocked the way in 1914, it blocked the way 
still, and it would continue to biock the way. 
Ulster was regarded as a milch cow, but she 
would give a good many kicks before she was 
milked by the Free State. They in UJster 
wanted peace, but it must not be peace at 
any price. It must be peace with hononr, 
and with equality, not the peace between the 
wolf and the lamb. If people on the other 
side settled down and showed some of that 
passionate loyalty of which Mr. Lloyd Georce 
snoke there might be some arrangement, for 
there were a good many things which wera 
common, but always on the basis of equality. 
They were ready to make little minor rectifi- 
cations of the boundary, but short of agrec- 
ment thev would (not give an inch—not what 
would graze-a goat. (Cheers.) 


CONSTITUTIONAL ASPECT. 

Sir Malcolm Macnaghten, K.C., M.P.,- said 
that it was not at their desire that they were 
given self-government in Ulster, but they 
accepted it as a final settlement of the con- 
troversy. By the inviolable law and practice 
of the Constitutition, when once ahy terri- 
tory had been accorded the right of self- 
government, the Imperial Parliament acknow- 
ledged that the. boundaries of that territory 
could not. be altered without its consent.
